While  working  on  the  ci\il  rights  c^isl-  of 
Siiiinn  vs.  Chwiotte-Mecklenhiiiii  Bannl  nf  Ediuiilinii  in 
November  1965.  a  bomb  exploded  outside  the  house  of  the 
young  attorney.  Mr.  Julius  Chambers.  Despite  the  harass- 
ment and  teiToism.  Chambers  continued  to  work  on  the 
case  which  was  heard  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  in  1971 
and  led  to  federal  busing  as  a  means  for  desegregation  in 
public  schools, 

Mr  Chambers  spoke  on  "The  Future  of  Race  Re- 
lations in  America"  at  the  Opening  Convocation  on  Thurs- 
day. September  14.  199.S.  in  Wait  Chapel.  He  concentrated 
on  the  historical  perspective  of  race  relations  in  America 
and  identified  the  challenges  that  lie  in  the  future. 

Pre.sentations  were  also  made  at  the  Opening  Con- 
vocation for  the  Jon  Reinhardi  Award  for  Distinguished 
Teaching,  and  the  Schoonmaker  Faculty  Award  for  Com- 
munity Service.

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  founded  Wake  Forest  Institute  on  Febru- 
ary 3,  1834  and  named  Samuel  Wait  as  the  princi- 
pal. The  school  began  on  the  plantation  ot  Calvin 
I  Jones  which  la\'  in  Wake  County,  North  Carolina, 
near  where  the  village  ot'Wake  Forest  later  devel- 
oped. The  school  was  rechartered  in  1834  as  Wake 
Forest  College,  and  remained  exclusively  a  college 
of  liberal  arts  for  men  until  1894.  During  that  year. 
Wake  established  the  School  of  Lav/,  and  followed 
with  a  School  of  Medicine  in  1902,  a  Division  ot 
Graduate  Studies  in  1961,  and  a  School  of  Business 


Administration  in  1948  (which  was 
replaced  by  the  Babcock  Graduate 
School  of  Management  in  1969). 
Finally  in  1942,  Wake  Forest  admitted 
women  as  undergraduate  students. 

The  trustees  of  Wake  Forest 
College  accepted  a  proposal  by  the  Z. 
Smith  Reynolds  Foundation  to  relocate 
the  College  to  Winston-Salem  in  1946. 
The  late  Charles  H.  Babcock  and  his 
wite,  the  late  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock, 
contributed  the  campus  site,  while  the 
necessary  building  funds  were  received 
trom  many  other  sources.   Between 
1952  and  1956,  the  first  fourteen 
buildings  were  erected  in  Georgian 
style  on  the  campus.  In  1956,  the 
College  moved  all  operations  to  the 
Winston-Salem  site  and  left  the  122- 
year-old  campus  in  the  town  ot  Wake 
Forest  to  the  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  1967,  the  College's  aug- 
mented character  was  recognized  by  the 
change  in  its  name  to  Wake  Forest 
UniversiU'.  Today,  enrollment  in  all 
schools  of  the  University  stands  at  over 
5,000,  including  approximately  3,600 
undergraduate  students.   In  addition, 
the  undergraduate  students  represent  46 
different  states  and  29  different  coun- 
tries, with  a  nearh'  equal  distribution  of 
men  and  women.

Wake  Forest  provides  many  tools  necessary  to  every  undergraduate 
student,  but  possibly  the  most  important  is  the  Office  of  Career  Services.  With 
two  goals  —  to  assist  students  in  their  plans  for  their  professional  future  and  to 
support  recruiters  in  their  search  tor  valuable  employees  —  Career  Services  aids 
the  job  search  process  by  bringing  together  students  and  employers. 

Beth  Welsh,  a  counselor  at  Career  Services,  asserts  that  the  Office 
strives  to  give  career  counseling  and  post-graduate  guidance  by  individually 
assessing  a  student's  needs  and  aiming  to  specifically  meet  those  needs.  Beth 
boasts  that  their  student-placement  rate  for  employment  in  1994  was  91%. 
With  over  200  organizations  participating  in  on-campus  recruiting,  students  are 
sure  to  get  interviews  tor  jobs  ot  their  choice. 

Whereas  graduating  seniors  find  the  Otfice  indispensable  in  tmding 
permanent  jobs.  Career  Services  aids  underclassmen  in  finding  internships 
related  to  their  interests.  In  addition,  sophomores  and  juniors  should  take 
advantage  of  the  many  workshops  offered  by  Career  Services  on  topics  such  as 
resume  writing,  interview  preparation,  and  networking  skills.

SWITCHING  PLACES:  A  PERSONAL  ACCOUNT  ON TRANSFERING 

"Have  fun;  Study  hard;  College  will  be  the  best  \'ears  ofvour  life."  Mv  fathers' words   rang 
through  my  ears  as  I  pulled  away  from  Randolph-M.icon  Woman's  college  for  the  last  time  —  only 
halt-way  through  my  sophomore  year.  Untortunately  mv  lather's  prophecy  failed  to  materialize  at  my 
first  school  and  I  realized  that  a  change  was  needed. 

Because  it  is  nearly  impossible  for  transfers  to  receive  on-campus  housing,  I  had  to  be 
resourcehil.

Wondering  through  Benson  Center,  students  can  admire  and  study  works 
bv  such  artists  as  Picasso,  Paul  Cadmus,  and  Ellsworth  Kellv.    Have  vou  ever 
wondered  how  these  art  pieces  are  chosen?    Every  tour  years  selected  students 
from  the  Fine  Arts  Committee  venture  to  New  York  City  with  approximately 
$25,000,  allocated  to  the  committee  by  the  University,  to  purchase  artwork. 
However,  the  trip  itselt  is  only  a  small  part  ot  what  goes  into  making  these 
purchases.   The  students  spend  a  lot  ot  time  researching  contemporarv  artists 
and  contacting  artists'  galleries  in  reaching  their  decision. 

Since  its  first  trip  in  1962,  Wake  Forest  has  developed  a  respectable  art 
department  which  offers  majors  in  both  art  historv  and  studio  art.    In  addition, 
the  collection  has  grown  remarklbl^^lld  includes  a  diverse  collection  ot  works 
that  present  the  changing  views  and  trends  in  art  that  have  taken  place  over  the 
last  twenty  years.    Many  types  ot  media  are  represented  in  the  collection,  in- 
cluding painting,  drawing,  woodcut,  lithography,  etching,  photography  and  large 
scale  sculpture.    It  is  the  school'S^'hifpe  that  the  collection  will  continue  to 
inspire  an  appreciation  ot  the  visual  arts  and  tamiliarize  students  with  some  ot

During  its  20  year  history,  the  Wake  Forest  Cardiac  RehahiHtation  program 
as  proudly  helped  over  2000  patients.  The  success  Wake's  rehab  program  has 

i.idc  ir  a  model  tiir  similar  programs  throughout  North  Carolina. 


Dr.  Henry  Miller,  cardiologist,  and  Dr.  Paul  Riblsl,  the  current  chairman  of  the 
Health  and  Sports  Science  Department,  created  the  cardiac  rehabilitation  program  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1975.  With  the  aid  of  a  grant  funded  bv  the  American  Heart  Associa- 
tion, the  two  were  able  to  create  a  program  designed  to  help  rehabilitate  patients  with  a 
history  ot  cardiovascular  surgeries,  heart  failure,  myocardial  infarction,  argina  pectoris, 
and  other  coronary  ailments.  Participants  are  admitted  to  the  program  bv  referral  from 
their  physician.  Upon  admission,  participants  undergo  a  multidisciplinary  assessment  to 
identif\'  specific  areas  to  be  addressed  in  the  rehabilitation  process.  The  current  director 
ot  the  program.  Dr.  Peter  Brubaker,  explains  that  the  patients  learn  to  strengthen  their 
cardiovascular  system  bv  exercising,  improving  their  diet,  reducing  their  stress  and 
quitting  unhealthy  habits  such  as  smoking. 

There  are  currently  14  graduate  assistants  from  the  HSS  Department  and  10  to 

15  undergraduate  students  who  volunteer  their  mornings  to  help  these  patients.  In 

addition,  some  undergraduates  have  the  option  ot  receiving  credit  tor  the  work  they 

pertorm  in  the  program.

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SPECLVL  COURSES  OFFERING  INTERNATIONAL  TRAVEL 

Study  at  Wake  Forest  is  certainly  not  restricted  to  the  classroom.  Many  of  the 
departments  offer  special  courses  in  foreign  countries  during  the  summer  or  winter 
breaks.  Students  can  choose  to  study  anything  from  third  world  politics  in  Bangladesh 
through  the  Department  ot  Politics,  to  reproductive  habits  among  Boobies  (a  seabird)  in 
the  Galapagos  Islands  with  the  Biology  Department,  to  cultural  changes  and 
ethnohistory  of  the  Garifuna  people  in  Roatan  Island,  Honduras  through  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anthropology.  Details  on  a  tew  ot  the  international  courses  are  as  follows: 

For  the  last  fifteen  years  the  theater  department  has  taken  5  to  20  students  to 
study  theater  in  London  for  two  weeks  during  winter  break.  The  two  credit  pass/fail 
course  includes  attendance  and  critiques  ot  ten  plays,  backstage  visits  to  theaters,  and  a 
trip  to  Stratford-upon-Avon  to  see  a  production  by  the  Royal  Shakespeare  company. 

Business  and  accounting  students  can  earn  tour  credits  while  traveling  through- 
out Europe  over  a  month-long  period  by  taking  either  an  International  Accounting 
course  or  an  International  Business  course  through  the  School  of  Business  and  Accoun- 
tancy. The  International  Business  course  consists  of  site  visits  and  presentations  by  such 
companies  as  British  Airways,  BMW  in  Munich,  and  Swiss  Bank  in  Zurich.  In  the 
International  Accounting  course  students  visit  offices  ot  each  ot  the  "Big  SL\"  account- 
ing firms,  the  International  Accounting  Standards  Committee  in  London,  and  other 
businesses  such  as  Coca-Cola  in  Berlin  and  Lloyds  of  London.  All  in  all,  these  interna- 
tional programs  give  students  an  educational  alternative  to  full  semester  study  abroad.

What  lies  behind  us  and 
what  lies  before  us  are 
tiny  matters  compared 
to  zvhat  lies  within  us. 
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This  year  the  school  implemented  a  computer  pilot  program  consisting  ot  100  students 
who  were  chosen  from  students  in  the  class  of  1999  in  preparation  for  the  full  student 
particpation  that  will  be  required  for  the  class  of  2000.   During  an  orientation,  these  students 
were  introduced  to  many  of  the  programs  included  on  the  Thinkpad  such  as  Microsoft  Word, 
Power  Point  and  Microsoft  Excel,  as  well  as  to  the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web.   Students 
also  learned  how  to  obtain  information  about  the  libraries'  holdings  via  the  computer,  allowing 
students  to  do  research  right  on  their  own  computers  in  their  own  room.   In  addition,  students  in 
the  pilot  program  took  a  seminar  class  on  a  subject  such  as  history-  or  politics  that  integrated  the 
use  of  the  laptop  computer  into  the  learning  environment. 

This  program  was  begun  as  a  testing  ground  for  the  larger  program  that  is  underway  for 
the  class  ot  2000.  More  of  the  seminar  classes  will  be  offered  as  the  program  goes  full  force  next 
year.   It  is  the  hope  ot  the  school  that  students  will  soon  bring  their  computers  to  every  class 
facilitating  the  teachmg  process.  For  example,  students  can  view  professor  prepared  Power  Point 
presentations  on  their  personal  computers  or  submit  completed  homework  instantly  to  the 
professor  In  addition,  both  tacult\'  and  students  will  spend  less  time  gathering  information  and 
more  time  analyzing  and  discussing  its  implications.

"There  are  many  professions  represented  among  us.  There  are 
Bakers,  Popes,  Kings  and  Taylors.

a  Longhnt  no  short . . ."  Surely,  every  Wake  Forest  student  remembers 
a  similar  "name  speech"  performed  by  Ed  Christman  during  their  first 
few  days  of  orientation  at  the  school.  For  over  a  decade  Dr.  Christman 
has  made  incoming  students  teel  welcome  bv  including  several  hun- 
dred students'  names  in  a  speech  that  he  delivers.  Dr.  Christman  feels 
that  the  "most  important  part  of  our  school  is  the  people  and  the  most 
important  thing  to  new  students  is  their  uniqueness,  their  honor,  and 
their  value"  and  thus  he  feels  that  it  is  important  to  acknowledge  the 
names  ot  as  many  incoming  students  as  possible  in  his  welcoming  speech. 

It  is  ironic  that  the  man  of  names  has  one  that  is  so  appropri- 
ate, Christman.  Dr.  Christman  has  been  the  Wake  Forest  Chaplain 
since  1969.  But  his  history  with  Wake  Forest  started  long  before  that. 
Dr.  Christman  graduated  with  a  BA  degree  from  Wake  in  1950  and 
with  a  law  degree  also  from  Wake  Forest  in  1953.  Dr.  Christman  origi- 
nally planned  to  practice  law  in  a  courtroom.  In  fact,  he  choose  to 
come  to  Wake  from  Jacksonville,  FL  because  of  its  reputation  for  an 
excellent  pre-law  program.  But  his  life  took  an  unexpected  turn  during 
his  final  year  of  law  school  when  Dr.  Christman  felt  a  strong  calling  to 
pursue  a  religious  career.  Upon  graduation  from  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theolog)'  Seminary  and  Union 


Theology,  Dr.  Christman  returned  to  Wake  Forest  to  work 
as  an  assistant  Chaplain  and  the  Baptist  Campus  Minister, 
becoming  in  1969,  the  full-time  Chaplain. 

Throughout  Dr.  Christman's  50  year  affiliation  with 
the  university,  he  has  watched  the  school  undergo  many 
changes.  He  feels  that  the  most  significant  of  these  was  the 
school's  move  from  Wake  Forest,  NC  to  Winston-Salem. 
As  a  result  of  the  move  the  school  has  grown  remarkably  in 
population  size,  reputation,  and  available  facilities.   But  he 
likes  to  remind  students  that  vision  and  tenacity'  have  al- 
ways existed  at  WFU.  Whereas  our  school  now  has  a  na- 
tional reputation  for  offering  e.xceUent  professors  and  fa- 
cilities, our  ancestors  were  of  praiseworthy  character  also. 
Our  school  is  what  it  is  today  because  of  the  "rich  soU"  in 
which  it  was  founded.  Dr.  Christman  enjoys  teaching  stu- 
dents about  Wake's  history.    Everv  couple  of  years  since 
1971  he  has  arranged  trips  back  to  the  old  campus  of  Wake 
Forest  hoping  to  pass  on  the  memorj'  of  those  people  who 
contributed  to  our  university.  Dr.  Christman's  pride  for  the 
school  runs  deep,  and  he  has  even  been  know  to  "roll  the 
quad"  for  basketball  victories  during  Thanksgiving  or 
Christmas  breaks  when  students  were  not  around  to  do  so. 
Dr.  Christman  hopes  that  students  remember  that 
he  was  a  man  who  always  looked  to  Biblical  stories  for  guid- 
ance and  advice  for  those  students  who  came  to  him  with 
their  concerns.  He  believes  that  the  Bible  contains  insight 
and  guidance  that  God  provides  primarily  through  its  sto- 
ries.   In  addition,  he  wants  people  to  know  that  he  was  a 
"person  who  saw  the  connection  between  the  mind  and  the 
spirit,  faith  and  reason,  education  and  religion.  Although 
for  many  people  religion  is  personal  and  individual,  discon- 
nected from  reason,  [he]  tried  to  show  that  religion  is  com- 
munal." 

All  together,  Dr  Christman  is  a  man  who  cares 
deeply  for  Wake  Forest  University  and  even  deeper  for  the 
students,  facult)',  and  administrators  who  contribute  to  the 
school.  He  sees  the  value  of  every  individual  and  recog- 
nizes that  "we  have  something  together  in  this  institution. 
We  share  a  common  trust  and  vision  that  together,  not  sepa- 
rately, we  can  learn."
